However, Chairman Murphy rapped on 
the table with his carpenter’s mallet 
for order and declared the convention 
ready for business, the first thing in 
order being the report of the Committee 
on Credentials. No contest was re- 
ported and after the various proxies 
had been recorded and such changes 
made as were necessary the report was 
adopted. 

Chairman Murphy then announced 
the. committees on Resolutions and Plat- 
form, Order of. Business and Perma- 
nent “The Siath District, 
and especially Los Angeles, was appar- 
ently in it a large majority, Senator 
R. F. Del Valle being named as chair- 
man of the Kesolutions Committee with 
Hon. Stephen M. White and J. Downe 
Harvey as the members from the Sixt

Seventh. 

Maj. W. R. Burke of Los Angeles was 
named as chairman of the Committee 
on Permanent.

Hints to Horseman. 
(The Ohio Farmer-.] 

Colic undoubtedly causes the death of 
a great many horses, About a year 
agolread of a rather novel way to 
cure this ailment. The same remedy 
is also recommended for hoven in cattle 
and I know of a farmer who has tried it 
forsame with satisfactory results. A 
few months ago I had occasion to give 
the remedy a trial. A mare had been 
out on grass during most of the fore- 
noon and had eaten too much. About 
bed-time she gave the alarm by pawing 
the plank floor (this is one advantage, 
‘and possibly the only one, that a plank 
floor possesses over an earth floor, i. e.,' 
to enable a horse to notify his master 
that something is wrong.) On going to 
the stable I found. her in considerable 
misery. She would paw violently, look 
anxiously around to her sides, and 
would have laid down and rolled had 
she been permitted todoso. The first 
thing done in her behalf was to heat 
about a peck of salt and put it in a 
grain sack and lay it over her kidneys 
and then blanket her well; and the 
next thing was to try the new colic 
cure, which is simply a piece of a 
broomstick or a bit of lath (1 used the 
latter) about one foot long, fastened in 
the horse’s mouth like a bridle-bit to 
make him keep his mouth open to give 
the gas in his stomach a- chance to 
escape, The horse keeps working his 
tongue and in this way pumps up the 
gas, itis claimed. Weil, the result was 
that she soon got better; in fact it 
seemed to give ‘immediate relief; at 
any rate she quit pawing as soon as the 
stick was putin her mouth and other- 
wise showed signs of being in less 
misery. When the stick would be tem- 
porarily, removed she would resume her 
pawing and as soon as it was put back 
in her mouth she would quit. Whether 
it really eased her pain or merely at- 
tracted her attention therefrom, and. 
thus kept her from aap I don’t pre- 
tend to say. D LELSIE. 


Thin Yoar Fruit; 
[California Fruit Grower.] 

We make no apology for repeatedly 
urging orchardists to thin their fruit 
with an unsparing yet judicious hand. 
Growers are frequently timid about 
this and regard the operation of thin- 
ning their fruit as purely incidental 
and of no special importance. This is 
surely anerror. Next to good cultiva- 
tion the regulation of the number of 
specimens on each tree is most impor-. 
tant. As a general statement, all 
fruits, except oranges and lemons, 
which are liable to overgrow, set more 
fruit than the tree can properly ma- 
ture. Ifthis is allowed to remain on 
the trees much inferior fruit is sure to 
result, and injury to the tree from 
breakage of limbs by cheap fruit often 
entails heavy loss. 

Apricots and other stone fruits should 
be thinned early in the season before 
the pits become hardened. It must be 
remembered that nature puts forth her 
strongest efforts to mature the seed; 
hence, a great number of seeds draw 
far more heavily upon the vital forces 
of the tree than the formation of more 
pulp about fewer seeds. The seed is 
nature’s special care; i is incidental! 
and comes of man’s efforts through cul- 
tivation. Atree will properly mature 
only a given weight of fruit. and the 
fewer specimens making up this weight 
the better for the grower 
Suppose a peach tree is able to yield 
100 pounds of fruit; it makes a wide 
difference to the grower and shipper 
whether it requires 500 peaches to 
make up that weight or whether it re- 
quires only 200. It needs intelligent 
courage to thin properly. A good rule 
isto leavé a Space of at least four to six 
iuches between specimens. Care in 
this regard distributes the weight more 
evenly and savesthe tree as well as al- 
lowing the crop to ripen more erecta at 
one time.

There are 
great harvest times when God espe- 
cially permits souls to be saved.

To show how true it is that ‘Youth is 
thé time to serve the Lord,”’ the 
speaker asked all who had been con- 
verted oefore the age of 20 years to 
rise, when it seemed ‘that 2500 per- 
sons stood up, though Mr. Mills called 
the number 2000. He then called for 
those who were converted later in life, 
with the following result: Between 20 
and 80 years of age, 275; 30 and 40 
years, 50; 40 and 50 years, 15; 50 
and 60 years, 4; over 60 years of age, 
2. These figures are virtually correct, 
and are in themselves a sermon full of 
argumeut and power, The usual invi- 
tation to rise for prayers was responded 
to by over 100 persons. Notwith- 
standing the severe heat of the after- 
noon, there has never beena more quiet 
and interested audience, every one 
seeming content to remain till the last 
note of the closing hymn had died away 
in the silence of the holy hush of this 
remarkable day, this mid-week-Sabbath, 
the only one ever yet seen in Southern 
California.

The Pavilion Again Crowded—An Inter- 
esting Service. 

Another great throng gathered at the. 
pavilion last evening. A feature of 
the song service ‘was the singing of 
“Bternity’? by Mr. Greenwood, the 
solemn words of the hymn being ex- 
actly in harmony with the sermon which 
followed and the confession which pre- 
ceded it. .

Mounting to the little platform that is 
in front of the main stage, he spoke in 
a broken voice to an audience so hushed 
that one could almost hear his own 
heart-beats, ‘l have made a vow be- 
fore God,’’ he began, “that if He will 
accept me and take me back to His own 
arms again I will do what He in His 
wisdom shall direct me; and first of all 
I want to make my confession here. For 
eight years I labored in Southern Cali- 
fornia in the ministry. For five of those 
years I was a minister without the 
word, a messenger without a message. 
I had but one purpose and that purpose 
was the establishment of self. God 
knows what a wreck I made of it all. I 
have given cause for men who. know not 
God to say God is not able to help, andl 
have brought reproach upon the calling 
of the ministry. I desire to simply say 
this: I want to = my shattered life to 
God, to surrender myself weer to 
Him, and I want to ask all these 
Christian people and my brethren in 
the ministry to forgive me. I conse- 
crate myself anew and I come tonight 
to tell you that God saved me 
morning. May God help me from 
henceforth to live a simple, humble 
Christian life. I want your prayers.”

Working a Confidence Game on 
Santa Fe Road... — 


Three Train Loads of Editors and sa 
Forth Go North—General, Local 
and Personal Men- 
tion. 


On the 14th instant Mrs. Hess, who 
is connected with the Germain Fruit 
Company, this city, purchased a ticket 
at the First street depot of the Santa 
Fé route to Oneida, N. Y., for a young 
woman named LI. Gerard, paying 
$66.10 for it. The young woman 
started eastward all right, but instead 
of giving up her transcontinental ticket 
she presented alocal ticket to Pasa- 
dena, disembarked at that station and 
returned to LosAngeles.

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FEARFUL LOSS OF LIFE. | 


A Terrible Loss of Life at Sioux | 
city, Iowa. ~ 


That Many Could Not Eseape. 


A Number of Unfortdnates Drowned 
Immense Property Losses. 


The Mississippi Still Rising at St. Louls— 
Fresh Damage in the City’s Vicinity 
—Another Flood at Kan- 

gas City. 


By to The wees, 
Omana (Neb.,) May 18. the As- 
sociated Press.}| The Beec’s special 
from Sioux City, Iowa, says that early 
_ this morning a great wave came down 
Floyd River, which flows through the 
center of the city. The water spread 
over the banks to a depth of three feet, 
and in a few moments had risen above 
the first floors, and several thousand 
-people fied in terror to higher grounds. 
Warning was given but a short time be- 
fore the flood came, and only a féw of 
those in the lowlands received the in- 
timation. The water rose four feet in 
an hour and a half, and continued to 
rise steadily but not so rapidly. Prob- 
ably 1000 people Jive on the lowlands 
which are overflowed. The rise was so 
rapid that a number were unable to es- 
cape, and the work of rescue was busily 
carried on. At 12 o’clock eleven per- 
sons were reported drowned, and there 
must be many others. The only names 
obtainable so far are Nellie West and 
Mrs. Louise Borner and her two chil- 
dren. All boats from the boathouses on 
the Sioux River are sai used to save 
lire and property. 

. The stockyards and packing-houses 
are situated at the confluence of the 
Missouri and Floyd Rivers and they are 
inundated. About 2000 head of live 
- stock were drowned. Many carcasses 
also are floating on the Floyd. The 
railroad yards and switching track dis- 
trict are under water. Roundhouses 
and railroad property are enormously 
damaged. The roundhouse of the Chi- 
cago, St. Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha 
was damaged tothe extent of $40,000. 
No trains left Sioux City today. 

The Hotel Fowle and the Boston In- 
-vestment Company’s buildings are sur- 
rounded by water. The union depot 
was cut off at 9 o’clock. It is now es-. 
timated that 8000 people have been 
driven from their homes, All business 
is suspended. The Chamber of Com- 
merce organized relief work this morn- 
ing, and by noon the ladies had several 
soup and lunch houses open for the suf- 
ferers. The loss is large, but as yet it is 
impossible to estimate it. 

_A later dispatch to the Bee says that 
the damage will reach $1,500,000. 
The loss to oe! Sioux City and Northern 
road 1s $200,000. 

¢ The scenes aici the edge of the 
waters is pitiful.

After the ceremony a grand 
dinher was given in the pavilion and the 
matter left until sufficient funds could be 
raised to warrant the directors in proceed- 
ing with the building. The theft was dis- 
covered by some of those interested in the 


measurements respecting the plans for the 
church. 
WILL TRY IT AGAIN. xia: 

The County Board of Swpervisors at a spe- 
cial meeting held for the purpose decided 
to callaspecial election on the 10th of 
June, 1892, for the purpose of voting upon 
the proposition of issuing bonds to the 
amount of $250,000 for the purpose of 
completing the new county courthouse.

Our Good Friend, the Skunk. 
[Exchange.] 4 
Were potatoes so badly grub-eaten 
twenty-five years ago as they are at the 
present time? According to my mem- 
ory they were not. Neither was a 


| bouuty offered on woodchucks in those 


days, nor was there in those days one 
rabbit where there are ten now. Inmy 
opinion, if these were not killed off 
with shotguns, hounds and ferrets, they 
would in five years become about as 
great a pest in Michigan as they are at 
present in Australia? Why? Because 
their natural enemies are sofew. The 
skunk is nearly exterminated for his 
fur, while there are literally no hawks, 
owls, minks, weasels, etc. I remember 
counting twenty-two skunk. tracks that 
crossed the road one night after a light 
fall of snow in going about half a mile 
to school. The skunk enters the holes 
of *chucks and kills and eats the young, 
and, in. his nocturnal wander- 
ings, finds the nests of young 
rabbits, destroys them, and also any 
amount of bumble-bee nests for the 
honey. The white grub is, I think, the 
worst of all pests at present, and is 
gradually increasing in numbers on 
sandy and loamy soils, and works on 
nearly everything the farmer raises, 
Some wheat fields have been entirely 
destroyed by the pests, but their worst 
havoc is in potatoes, corn, and ail kinds 
of roots, strawberries, raspberries and 
the grasses. Out of 500 bushels of my 
own potatoes last season, at least one- 
third have been rendered unmarketable 
on account of the grub worms, and 
about the same proportion of my corn, 
and in 1890 five acres of corn were de- 
stroved by their eating off the roots— 
hundreds of hills not reaching the 
height of eighteen inches. By digging 
into these hills I could get from one to 
half a dozen grubs to the hill. Besides, 
Ihave lost hundreds of raspberry and 
blackberry plants by their eating the 
bark from the roots. The damage done 
by these pests every year amounts to 
millions of dollarsin Michigan alone, 
and it has long béen known that the 
skunk is the most common enemy of the

The woman, who is a very pretty girl 
of probably 18 years, flatly refuses to 
give up her life of shame, and night be- 
fore last the young men decided to 
change their course of action and at a 
late hour the four above-named chaps 
visited her ‘crib’? armed with Bibles 
| and began to pray and sing in front of 

her door. When they found that she 
refused to be converted all walked 
away except Tsahiya, who braced him- 
self in front of her window and began 
t> curse her in English, He then 
slammed the window blinds down and 
hurriedly joined his companions, 

The woman and several of her neigh- 
boring ‘‘crib’’ women raised an outcry 
and Officer Stephenson arrested the 
male quartette and conducted them to

Don't Barn the Hoof. 

{Southern Cultivator.) 
In fitting the shoe many smiths ap. 
ply the shoe red hot and keep it to the 
oot sufficiently long for the shoe to 
burn a bearing foritself. This is an 
extremely dangerous and pernicious 
habit, and should not be permitted up- 
der any circumstances. The result of 
the application of red hot shoes to the 


flammation in the sensative por'ion of 
the foot. The shoe should be only ap- 
plied sufficiently long to. ascertain 
where the irregularities on the wall 
exist, and these.should be reduced 
either with the knife or rasp, the latter 
forchoice. The shoe should be fitted 
to the foot, not the foot to the shoe, as 
isdone in many instances. Tke shoe 
being fitted, it should then be nailed on, 
Five or seven nails are quite sufficient 
if the borse has a good, sound foot; too 
many nails have a tendency to split the 
external wall, andin many cases cause 
lameness. The nails should not be 
drivén more than — way up the ex- 
ternal wall, as the wall becomes thinner 
towards the coronet, and there may be 
possibility of laming the horse by driv- 


‘ing them too high. In many 
cases side clips are used, and 
in fost cases toe clips. The clipis 


equivalent, shotild be ade tH 
ortwo nails. The clip should be ofa 
moderate size, and should not be ham 
mered down too tightly. : 

Another common practice’ is to rasp 
the external walls after the nails are 
clinched. This should never be per- 
mitted.

Ever-Blooming Roses. 
(Exchange.] 

Every lover of flowers likes to have 
something dainty and choice,to give a 
friend, now and then, to place among 
his or her floral treasures. Such per- 
sbns ought, by all means, to have a bed 
of eyer-blooming roses, in which gen- 
eral title are included the Tea, Bour- 
bon, Noisette and Chinese sections of 
this most popular, 4. all flowers. For 
richness ot color, delicacy of form, 
fragrance, and general beauty, nothing 
exceeds a fine rose. The list of desir- 
able roses for summer blooming is so 
extensive that it would be impossible to 
name them allinthe limits of this ar- 
ticle, but a few of the best are: Meteor, 
dark scarlet; Sunset, apricot and fawn; 
Perle des Jardins, clear yellow; Niphe- 
tos, white—used almost wholly for its 
buds; Hermosa, pink; La France, sil- 
very rose, and Cornelia Cook, cream- 
white. These will give fine colors and 
perfect flowers atfd buds, with the per- 
fection of fragrance, and they are all 
free and coustant bloomers if given 
proper culture. 

In order to secure flowers in quantity 
throughout the season, the soil must be 
made very rich to begin with. Spade 
up well, and work in a liberal quantity 
of old, thoroughly rotted cow manure. 
Set the plants about a foot and a half 
apart. Take particular care to make 


the soil firm about the roots when the 


plants are put out. Many fail with 
roses because they plant them loosely. 
Cut the plants back to within six inches, 
or less, of the roots, if you happen to 
get large plants. Most of those sent 
out will be: less than six inches high, 
and will need no cutting back. 

Growth will soon begin. Each new 
shoot will be likely to bear flowers. As 
soon as these have developed, and 
faded, cut back the shoot bearing them 
to within a few inches of the roots, or 
main branch. If the soil is rich new 
growth will be encouraged promptly, | 
and as the plants, by this time, will 
have become pretty well established, 


several new shoots will be likely to] 


start. These will bear flowers, and 
should be cut back, like the first one, 
after blooming. In: having a rich soil, 
which encourages constant growth, and 
in persistent cutting back, lies the 
secret of success in growiug ever-bloom- 
ing roses. 


Chicken Time. 
(Southern Cultivator.] _ 

Little chicken time has come again, 
and with it a need toconsider the best 
svstem of management in order to 
raise as large a per cent. of. the little 
downy things as we possibly can. One 
thing to remember, is not to take them 
from the nest tooearly. This is‘a very 
common mistake. The young brood 
should be left under the old hen in the 
nest until the youngest one is at least 
fifteen hours from the shell, *and twen- 
ty-four hours would be better. When 
taken from the nest to soon, while they 
are yet too soft and ‘‘squabby.’’ with 
their little bodies feeling as soft as the 
yolk of anegg (which it at first em- 
bodies), they are very liable to dysen- 
tery, and when a chicken so young gets 
the dysentery it nearly always dies. It 
is far better to leave them in the nest 
until all the sustenance that came from 


the egg from which they were hatched 
has been absorbed, an 


they are trim 
and light in body. Then they are ready 
to edt and drink, and it will agree with 
them. Never feed a little chicken any- 
thing sour; always he sure that which 
they get is fresh and pure. For this 
reason it is best to give them but verv 
little ata time , so asto leave nothing 
about their coopto sour and be eaten 
by them afterwards. 


The coop is another important con- 


sideration. A good coop is half the 
battle, and that which goes more to- 
wards making a really good coop for 
newly hatched chickens than anything 
else is athoroughly good roof, one that 
absolutely will not leak, a wocden bot- 
tom is another good feature, and it 
should be raised up from the ground 
three or four inches. The sides should 


- be such as will keep the rain from blow- 


ing in it, and there should at alltimes 
be an inch or more of clean dust in the 
bottom of it. It should also be arranged 
toadmit plenty of light and air, and 
placed where the sunshine can strike 
it. It is a good plan to let the edges of 
the rgof project five or six inches be- 
yond the sides. This insures dryness. 
Keep the little chicks in it all the time 
until thev are two or three weeks old, 
but keep it perfectly clear within.
